HOME 


For all tho _rather-patronising half- 
pitying air of faint condescension 
which always scems to.surround any 
referenca to the Victorian cra, our 
forbears knew more about self-enter- 
tainment than {is the privilege of this 
day and oge. The haughty reference 
to the “Victorian” ballad and its 
maudiin sentiment is belicd by. the 
facts, if one wilt but take .the 
timo and trouble to examine them: 


There are, praise be!, signs “that 
today music in the home is coming 
back into {ts own. Remarkable pro- 
gress was mado in Engtand during the 
War years in this respect. It is a sign 
of its enduring quailty that a matter 
such as this could vo any attention 
at all, when Britain daily expected the 
invader to sct foot on her soll, while by 
night. tho land was wracked and torn 
by the bombs of the Hun. [n such an- 
xious times and unnatura) circums- 
tances, the cause of music flourished 
and was born anew. : 


From this very fact, as I say, there Is 
much oncouragement to be drawn. The 
Promenade oncerts - (formerly at 
Queen's Hall and sinco its destruction 
at the Royal Albert Hall) were ever the 
mecca of the musically-minded. Sad- 
lers Wells, Covent Garden, the Cam- 
bridgo Theatre, the Wigmore and 
Acolilan Halis provided—and still con- 
tinue to do so—concerts, ra, bailcts 
and celebrity recitals, .Much of the pre- 
sent re-awakened interest in the a: 
end I believe it is not o music which 
's so affected—is probably duo, to the 
fact that self-made amusement was 
forced on Britons during the War years 
as thelr chicf means relict and re- 
laxation from the circumstances which 
surrounded them. 


The best authorities agree that Cham- 
ber music grew upin this way. A smalt 
band of enthusiasts would gather to- 
gether at the home of a mutual friend, 
there to enjoy the making of music to- 
gether in friendly manner. Probably 
not moro than five amateurs would 50 
collaborate; but from these small be- 
ginnings arose the compositions of 
Beethoven, Schubert and Mozart, to 
name but three composers whose music 
In thig form has contributed so much 
to music in general =,

There can, I believe, be no substitute 
for tho real thing; bug’when ono fs de- 
nied this by circumstances, then the 
next best cholce is either the radio or

It isa pity that a leaning In this dire 
tlon should be allowed to run in the 
shallow depths of rumbds, ‘“boogic- 
woogie” and “swing”. Any ability at 
all ought surely to be steered Into the 
vastly more dificult waters 6f classical 
music, where the ultimate satisfactlon 
at reaching port brings its own satisfac 
tion. I hope the nautical metaphor is 
not too mixed! Quite why dance- 
music and all its variations hold such 
an appeal is a different matter but 
“pity ‘tls, ‘tls true,” as Shakespeare 
Bax¥s. 


On a controversial topic of this na- 
ture, it behoves any writer not to be 
too dogmatic or self-complacent. For 
my part, I thoroughly enjoy light. 
musie, . but when it over-steps the 
bounds and merges into the cacophonies 
perpetrated in the name of. jazz, I draw 
the line. However, I: am doling just 
what I ought not to do, by stating so 
categorical ‘an’ opinion, I therefore 
leave it‘at this point, discretion being 
a quality for which I have unbounded 
admiration.

Relatives and friends waiting to 
welcome their kin hod to wait 
outside the Pier for a few hours 
before they could get aboard. 
Even the Press was at first re- 
fused admission. g 

The soldiers clambered’ over- 
board while the ss. Wingsang was 
taking in passengers at he 
Fukien capital. The majority, 
however, paid part of the fares 
out of their meagré wealth. - 

“Only one gave-up his gun to 
thé ship's officers. . The others 
were stfirched by the pollc¢ and 
taken away for custody. Though 
no official confirmation of the 
exact number seized by the police 
was dvailable, it was learned 
more than 10 guns and 
small arm¢ were discovered 
among the soldiers. 

This was the second time that 
Nationolist soldiers forced their 
way aboard the British steamer 
at Foochow, She brought back 
about 40 oh her last trip.

Ever since the lasi meet- 
ing of the Reform Club of 
Hong Kong, the question of 


the~vlectorate has been a 


prime talking point in the 
Colony. Politically - minded 
Chinese. at one time expect- 
ant of having a vote, now 
think enfranchisement is dis- 
appearing like a smoke cloud 
before their outstretched 
hands, and they are unlike- 
ly to remain quiescent unless 
the situation {s clarified. 
Two contributors touch on 
this matter today in .the 
columns of the “Sunday 
Herald,” and this secms an 
appropriate moment, in- 
cidentally, to remind our 
readers that signed articles 
and letters to the editor do 
not necessarily, conform to 
the policy of this newspaper.

Certain clements in the Co- 
lony, both British and Chinese, 
are now engaged in on agita- 
tlon, consciously or. unconsci- 
ously, for the introduction of a 
Fifth Column into the local ad- 
ministration. I refer to the 
franchise proposals emanating 
from both camps, in connection 
with the proposed reorganisa- 
tion of the Government on sup- 
posedly “constitutional” lines. 

Ono British Group ss strongly 
opposed to the extension of the 
franchisc for whatever form of 
legislature in evolved, to any 
but British subjects. Othor groups 
want the franchise extended to 
Chinese rational Who pay a 
minimum of taxes, or who have 
resided in Hong Kong for acertaln 
number of years. .They base 
thoir franchise programme upon 
the principle of ‘no taxation with- 
out representation”, regardless of 
the fact that thls cannot con- 
celvably apply ‘to allens in a 
British Colony, or indeed, ‘In any 
other country.

Un- 
lean tho franchise were granted 
indiscriminately to all . porsons 
paying a minimum amount in 
local taxation, this majority group 
would obviously bo denied voting 
privileges In the Colony. But it

Thoy would lika 
to see Hong Kong defended from 
a Red invasion, they would profer 
to continue to enjoy tho security 
and protection afforded by tho 
British administration, bu 
would not ft a finger to support 
the British armed forces or the 
celvit authorities, in the emergency. 
How could they allow their names 
to bo associnted with mensures 
which might result jn casualtics 
among Chineso invaders?

It 
In quite certain that were Vero- 
zuclang to be flocking into these’ 
British prossessions at a rato of 
haifa million o year, taxatlon ax 
nm basis for the franchise would 
be abandoned without delay, - 

Finally, one might appropriato- 
ly ask the Chinese leaders of this 
agitatlon whether any city in 
Ching has really enjoyed the right 
of representative government? In 
the pre-war days when the Chi- 
Nese were represented on the sct~ 
tlement. Municipal Council, they 
were sclocted, the Chinese Rate- 
Payors’ assoctation—never elected 
by the Chinese popvtation. The 
so-called “elections” which follow- 
ed the transfer of the Sottlemont 
to Chinese sovereignty were char- 
acterised by stuffed ballot boxes, 
corruption and violence, and, in 
any case, all the executive officials 
wero Kuomintang appointees, 

It is not too mich to say that 
Chinese, in-China, have nover had

On what . grounds, 
then, can it be claimed that Ho:

Tho Inte Govornor of this Col- 
ony, Sir Mark Young, made an 
egrcalous error when he considor- 
ed making residence, regardless of 
nationality, a basis for the local 
franchise.

which was preponderantly Chi- 
nese would undoubtedly regard 
this as a precedent, though here 
again, the problem.of allen imml- 
gration js non-existent.

The House of “Commons 
debate ‘on the Atlantic Pact, 
falling as it did ‘on the day 
when the Berlin blockade was 
lifted, showed a wise temper 
prevailing in regard to both 
matters.

BUSINESS BOOMING FOR THE PRIVATE DETECTIVE 


By CHRISTIAN PETERSEN 


Prosperity has come to one 
of the least-known professions 
as the result of the crime wave. 

Pritain--following in the 
wake of America, !France, and 
Germany—is becoming detec- 
tive-conscious to such an extent 
that three private investigators 
flourish today where only one 
operated before the war. 

The Intest estimate puts the 
country’s unofficial “police force" 
at 2,300—the highest ever known 
since an Austrian, ‘Ignatius Paul 
Pollaky, opened the first detec 
tlve agency In London In 1867, 

Why the boom? 

Partly [t ls due'to the Increase 
in divorce and the work of col- 
lecting evidence, but [t is also 
duo to the rise In erlme which 
has caused many big firms to 
turn to private detectives to 
Aght the pilfcrers. They find 
that they cost Iess {fn the end 
than the increasing insurance 
premiums which result from 
heavy stock losses, 

Charges vary cnormously, A 
snail shadowing job might cost 
two or three guineas, A full- 
Scale cleun-up of a. pilfering or- 
ganisation might go on for months 
and cost a firm’ hundreds of 
pounds. 

All reputable —_ investigators 
charge a stnndard fee plus ex- 
penses involved. Less scrupulous 
firms are known to judge the 
size of a client’s bank, account and 
charge accordingly, Demands for- 
Inerensed fees when successful 
results are obtained are not un- 
known. 

One of the major battles be- 
tween pilferers and private de- 
tectives began a few munths ago, 
when a ble firm of 
timber importers found they 
were suffering . serious losses 
from barges on the London 
canal system, which were 
driving up tho insurance pre- 
miums to uneconomic heights. 

A firm of private detectives 


ed a suspect customer for wecks 
untll he finally unearthed, a 
pilfcring system in which an iis- 
sistant was sclling three frocks 
for the price of one.

No unusual oc- 
currence, and despite our exper- 
jenced guide we were ourselves 
for oa few minutes "“bushed", 
which merely meant that we took 
the wrong turning where there 
are no turnings. 


Not All Desolate 


Yot by no means all this terrl- 
tory Is desolate. We were fortunate 
enough to see the area round 
Alice Springs soon after the rain. 
The rolling country, the trees and 
shrubs and flights of parrots woro 
‘boautiful' to look upon,” ‘and’ tht 
transient greon freshness: of pas 
ture bore no resemblance * to tho 
popular conception of tho dead 
heart of Australia. 

But in reality life in much of 
this Northern Territory is pretty 
tough and solitary. othing has 
done more to alleviate danger and 
loneliness in the outhack than the 
Flying Doctor Service. 

This has been an inestimable 
boon, ‘It was visualised moro than 
30 years ago by Pastor John 
Flynn, who was less appalled by 
the alfficultics of giving spiritual 
comfort to his scattered flock than 
by the possibility that neglected 
ness and accident might almost 
extinguish it. 

«A mon kicked by o horse, a 
womnan with fever, or a boy with 
meningitis, had to travel porhaps 
500 miles, slung between two 
horses, to the place where thoy 
could walt for a train—due maybe 
a week later, No wonder Flynn 
observed that for those in the 
outback it was “nn acroplane or.o 
grave”, 

‘Now, any one of the outback 
stations can cal] up Its base on 
the pedal wireless and consult the 
flying doctor who will prescribo 
treatment or, if necessary, fly to 
it and bring back the sick or the 
injured {o hospital. 

There is even ono flying dentist. 
In time there may be flying 
school teachors who will supple- 
ment tho only education these 
isolated children now know, which 
is by correspondence course, 

Some attractive inducements 
have wisely been put beforg the 
Australian who may ‘be tempted 
to try, his chance ia the Northern 
Territory. Here the primary pro- 
ducor paya no income tax and, if 
he has luck, he can make quite a

I came across men who know 
the Northern Territory and who 
aro convinced of tho substantial 
contribution it can ono dsy make 
to the world’s supply of meat, and 
of the decisive part that It can 
play in Australia’s future. I share 
tholr views. : 

But all this long term = stuff. 
Some of this territory cannot 
today carry more than five cattle 
to the square mile, It must bo 
developed, and this involves heavy 
expenditure upon roads, railwayn, 
and harbours. : 

Development, also involves the 
Provision of facilities for the 
slaughtor’ of cattle at centres 
within reasonadle reach. 
At present there are no mea. 
works In operation in the Northarn 
Tortitory and cattle have to be 
drivon ‘long distances to bo 
slaughtered. 

If ronds and rond ¢ransport 
were available, the weight of 
bout a hundred pounds of meat 
on each beast could probably bo 
saved, More watering points for 
cattle are also urgently needed, 
and the present programme alms 
to site them not less. than fifteon 
miles apart along the droving 
routes, 

In any event, let no one lMght- 
heartedly try his hand In the 
Northern Territory direct from 
home. J] met one or two young men 
who had bravely attempted this 
at Alice Springs, and thov cer- 
tainly were happy there. But for 
most’ onthuslasts an apprentice- 
ship on easier land elsewhere in 
Australia would be a wise precau- 
tion.

The agricultural Jands that 
surround Porth are fertile and 
prosperous with their crops of 
groin and flocks of sheep, and 1 
have seldom travolled through 
more alluring country than that 
which stretches South West from 
the State capital to Bunbury. 

In climate it has something in 
common with California, and the 
people: everywhere are among the 
friendliest, even In ‘Australia. 

I think that of all the States, 
Queensland and Wostern§ Aus- 
tralia provide the widest scopo 
for an Increase of population ir 
tho noxt 26 yoars. 

The leitmotiv dominating the 
concert of Australian effort Is tho 
opening up of their country. 
through agriculture, through pro- 
jects to combat the - ravages of 
drought: and flood, and by somo 
measure of industrialisation. 

Tho driving force behind much 
of thks endeavour stems from Aus- 
tralla’s sense of unity with, and 
devotion to, tho British Common- 
wealth. 

Tho government and inatitutions 
of Australia are British in origin. 
Thoy preserve and enhance what 
are perhaps the leading British 
olitical virtues. They aro flexible 
and ndsptable. , 

Thoy can challenge new cén- 
ditions and absorb them, and yet 
still retain the original thovght 
and tradition 
stem. Australians are proud of 
thelr British herltage; we in .Brl- 
tain are honoured in our ~Aus- 
tralian family.

A Sterling crodit for the Yu- 
goslavs is the chief point to be 
scttled 

Under ‘the one-year trade and 
financial agreement signed last 
December, Yugoslavia undertook 
to pay £4,500,000 as compensa- 
tlon. for formerly  British-owned 
praperty- natlonallsed in Yugos- 
lavia 

Of this mount, .£450,000 was 
to be paid by the end of Decem- 
ber, 1949, Agreement on the size 
of future annual ‘repayments’ was 
eft for discussion during the 
current long-term negotiations. 

Some doubt has apparently 
arlsen as to whether Yugoslavia 
will, during 1950 at any. rate, -be 
nble to earn enough Sterling to 
buy all the Sterling Area Im- 
ports she needs and pay an in- 
stalment of the compensation 
money, 


‘Cxechs Too 
Tho grant of a Sterling credit 
will, it Is thought, enable the 

Yugeslay Government to do 

both. 

Mr. Noci Patterson, British 
Board of Trade expert, who hos 
been assisting Sir Charies in Bel- 
grade, js also in London at pre: 
sent but will probably be re- 
turning to Belgrade before long 
to continue discussions. 

Since he is also partly’ respon- 
sible for Angio-Czechoslovak 
trade relations, he will probably 
be present at the start of the 
Anglo-Czech trade talks opening 
In London on Monday.—Reuter,
